SFEKS DEATH IN - 
GRIEF FOR CHILD 


Adopted Girl Drowned in Well, 
Woman Tries Twice to 
End Life. 


Grief over the tragic death of her 8- 
year-old foster-daughter has driven Mrs. 
August Custer, who lives at Grant Fork, 
near Diamond Mineral Springs in Madison 
County, IMinois, to two attempts at sui- 
cide. 

Sunday night she escaped from her hus- 
band and others who had been guarding 
her, and reached the side of a pond be- 
fore she was caught. After she was taken 
back to the house she tried to burn her- 
self to death with a lighted lamp. 

Physicians and neighbors are in constant 
attendance upon her. Since the discovery 
of the little girl's body she has been fran- 
tic. 

Helen Josephine Victor was the adopted 
daughters name. Four years ago her 
father and mother, living in the same 
neighborhood, contracted. pneumonia and 
died within a few hours of each other. 
The 4-year-old orphan was taken by Mr. 
and Mrs. Custer, and soon afterward was 
legally adopted. 

The child developed into an active house- 
keeper. She was happiest when she was 
sweeping or dusting or making beds, or 
at work in the kitchen. 

Sunday morning she chose to sweep the 
back porch, in the floor of which was the 
mouth of a cistern. Over this cistern was 
a cover of thin wood, but there was no 
boxing around it. 

After awhile Mrs. Custer missed Helen. 
She called and got no answer. She went 
out on the reh and found the broom 
lying beside the cistern. Her husband was 
called, and dragged from the water the 
body of the child. She was dead. 

Mrs. Custer became immediately hystert- 
eal, and, according to her husband and 
neighbors, has remained in that condition 


ever since. 

It is believed Helen accidentally st d 
backward upon the thin boards covering 
the cistern. e verdict of the coroner's 
jury was accidental death.

“But there are very large areas of good 
farming lands in the South and there are 
centers of industry of other sorts where 
thie sentiment is not prevalent, and in 
these European immigrants can undoubt- 
edly be established to the advantage of 
all concerned. In any case, the movement 
to promote it is an excellent one and we 
heartily hope it will succeed.” 


In discussing the negro and his uplift 
the Tribune says: “Some colored leaders 
criticise Tuskegee for laying too much 
stress on industrialism and not encourag~ 
ing the negroes to enter on more ambitious 
careers. But there can be no doubt that for 
hinety-nine one-hundredths of the colored 
people the necessary step toward any ambdi- 
tious career for themselves or their de- 
scendants is greater efficiency in humbler 
occupations.

All that the 
favis saw of the spit ball was a gray-clad 
pitcher going through the ordinary move- 
ment of pitching, with the exception that 
‘occasionally he held both hands to his 
mouth before he pitched.

Grady was so puzzled by the new curve 
that even his back had a mystified expres- 
sion.

“Get out of here!“ 

A burglar who was at work in the house 
of Attorney Albert H. Engel, 519% Vernon 
avenue, at 9 o’clock Sunday night, yell 
this command. At the same time a shot 
was fired by the burglar, the bullet being 
found later imbedded in the panel of the 
dining room door. 

Mr. and Mrs. Engel and their baby 
daughter, Elizabeth, left home about 7 
o'clock Sunday night to call on neighbors. 
They returned home about 9 o'clock. 

When they reached the door Mr. Engel 
unlocked it and had opened it a few inches, 
when he was ordered to keep out. Inside 
the house he heard two men moving about. 

Mrs. Engel grasped little Elizabeth in 
her arms and ran down the steps to the 
sidewalk to find a telephone and notify the 
police. Then the shot rang out and Mrs.
